“If the minefs or trades union 
committee, on their behalf, were 
Prepared to say plainly that they 
accept this proposal the govern- 
ment would be ready to resume 
negotiations and continue the sub- 
sidy for a fortnight. But since the 
negotiations, which have taken 
Place between the Ministers and 
members of the Trades Union Con- 
Sress it has come to the knowl- 
edge of the government not only 
that specific instructions have been 
sent under the authority of the 
executive of the trade unions rep- 
resented at the conference con- 
vened by the council of the Trade 
Union Congress, asking the mem- 
bers in several of the most vital 
industries of the country to car- 
ry out a general strike on Tues- 
day, next, but that overt acts have 
already taken place, including 
gross interference with the free- 
dom of the press.

Further, the note expresses sur- 
prise and regret over the govern- 
ment’s decision to terminate’ the 
discussion.

5,000,000 TO BE AFFECTED 


Some 5,000,000 British workers 
will be idle after midnight tonight. 
The shipping industry employs 
the largest number of union mem- 
hers of all industries, except coal 
mining, which will be affected by 
the general strike. According to 
union records, 84,000 unionists are 
employed as shipbuilders and ship 
repairers in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland; 51,000 seamen 
will be called out and about 55,- 
000 dock and water-front work- 
ere. 

Other tndustrtes which will be 
affected by the estrike include the 
iron and steel trades, with 61.- 
000 union workers; the railroads 
and other engineering trades, with 
77,000; the pig iron industry, em- 
ploying 17,000: iron and slate min- 
ing. with 7000 unionists and the 
brick trade, numbering 9000 union 
workers.

Those prices 
were made on reports British mills 
ueing American cotton would close 
for the whole of this week in cur- 
tailing yarn production, and there 
would be some curtailment among 
some of the southern mills. How- 
ever, the continued unsettled 
weather in the cotton belt with 
the new-crop season still averag- 
ing two to three weeks late, to- 
gether with the cheapness of the 
price of cotton generally  con- 
trasted with all other commodi- 
ties, served to restrict selling pres- 
sure, particularly by the bear ele- 
ment. 

Present prices are near the low- 
est of the season, comparing with 
23 cents to 24 cents at this time 
last year and are not far from 
the lowest reached since May. 1922.

CED ZEAL 

With the President quoted as openly 
opposing the Upshaw bill establishing a 
Federal censorship of motion pictures it 
is not likely that much progress will be 
made with this proposed liegisiation, at 
least during the present session of Con- 
gress. The expense of such censorship 
alone would be appalling to one of the 
economical bent of the President. More 
than twenty-five miles of films are placed 
on the market each week and the censor- 
ship that these receive in the studios alone 
requires the whole time of more than 200 
experts. 

The President is reported as holding 
that, even if censorship were deemed ad- 
visable, it is not the proper function of 
the Federal government to interfere in a 
matter that should be left to the disposi- 
tion of the States. But the principle of 
censorship even by the States is a depar- 
ture from precedent in legislation, as well 
as in jurisprudence. 

Just as the State and Federal courts de- 
cline to give decisions on hypothetical 
questions, the time to pass upon the al- 
leged moral turpitude portrayed in a picture 
is when it has actually appeared upon the 
screen. If the precedent should be estab- 
lished of censoring films before they are 
produced there would be immediate agita- 
tion for a Federal censorship of newspa- 
pers before they are published and books 
before they are placed on the market. 

There bave been such censorships else 
where in time of war, but they were strict- 
ly war measures and have never been 
found necessary, even tn war time, fn our 
own country. Every State has passed leg- 
islation prohibiting the display of obscene 
pictures or the sale of obscene literature: 
and there is additional supervision through 
police power in all the cities. 

But there are those who insist that a sep- 
arate standard of morals shall be estab- 
lished for the movies; that a picture which 
is not tm itself obscene shall be judged by 
an ethical standard; that a board shall be 
created with extra-judicial powers and that

Long Beach on Eve of Battle of Ballots on Question of 
“Changing Their Form of Government to 
‘Mayor and Council Form

LONG BEACH, May 3.—What‘ 
is @xpected to develop inte one 
of the most intense political bat- 
tles that Long Beach has ever ex-

Opponents of the City 
Council form, as it now exists, are 
anxious to elect to the board a 
group of men who will wipe out 
that claude.in the charter and in- 
sert therein a clause providing for 
a Mayor and Board of Aldermen, 
elected from wards. Mayor Ray 
R. Clark and Councilman Calla-

pfinance a campaign in port 
of the mayor an 


On the same date Long Beach 
voters will be asked to approve 
a bond issue of $900,000, to de- 
fray the cost of providing the 
Union Pacific system with a new 
right of way into Long Beach, 
in order that the railroad tracks 
through the main streets of the 


town may be removed. Consider- 
able opposition to the bond issue 


is developing in the north and 
west sections of the city, where 


[the proposed new right of way is 


routed, on the ground that the 
entrance of the railroad in those 
sections will depreciate preperty 
values. 

Voters will be asked to infor- 
mally pass upon the desirability al- 
so of a unified port district, which 
would merge the ports of Los An- 
geles and Long Beach under one 
control.
